EDITORIAL BY BRUCE RIOSSA1 
Behind the various U. S 
laws 
which prevent our handing vital 
nuclear and other scientific infor­ 
mation to our friends abroad is the 
idea that this secrecy is necessary 
to preserve our advantage over the 
Soviet Union. 


All we need to do is a little' 
moon-watching to realize that our 
advantage 
in 
some 
fields 
has 
either diminished or vanished al­ 
together. 


The barrier of secrecy has not 
prevented the Russians from beat 
ing us to outer space, nor from 
making trem endous strides in the 
development of nuclear weapons 
and missiles. 
Ironically, the Russians gained I 
im portant nuclear and other d a t a ' 
from us through espionage, despite! 
the veil of secrecy. 
But. beyond 
that, they seem to have poured far 
more effort than we into the es­ 
sential research work which pro­ 
duced results. 
A great dictator nation u-ith vast 
resources of men and m aterial can 
go at such a task with more con 
centration than can a free land. 
The latter must operate within the 
normal, desirable limits of a free 
society. 
Manpower cannot be ru th 
lessly shuffled about, nor can re-1 
•ources 
be 
siphoned 
into 
huge 
military-scientific projects in total 
disregard of the ordinary citizen’s; 
needs. 
For that very reason among oth 
ers, there is wisdom in a pooling 
of scientific knowledge and effort 
among all the nations now banded 
together to resist the Soviet Union 
The secrecy requirem ent 
does 
not preserve our advantage but, 
on the contrary, lays upon us a n d , 
our friends a painful and crip , 
pling burden 
The defense network of NATO 
has 
long 
needed 
the 
nuclear 
equipm ent and knowledge which in 
any new all-out war would be the 
W est's chief reliance. 
It is plain, 
too, that the United States as well 
as its friends would benefit from 
a fuller scientific exchange than 
now prevails 
Scientists here and J 
abroad are both partially starved; 
for want of data the others possess. 
Together they might be able to pro­ 
duce significant new developments 
that would restore the West—and 
A m erica— to p reem in en ce in this ( 
realm 
so 
critical 
to free m en’s j 
safety and well being 
The unrealistic barriers to scien 
tific cooperation have helped our 
enem ies and hurt our iriends. The 
free world can only flourish and 
stay secure if there is a broad, 
free flow of scientific thought.

mission, is that beginning July I, 
1959, annual financial statem ents 
of 
school districts 
m ust list the 
actual salary paid each and every 
employe before deductions, rather

are made. 


Deductions are those made for 
the federal income tax, for hospi­

and

for contributions to various retire

the Teachers Retirem ent System 
of Illinois and for purchase of U. 
S. savings bonds. 
The new law 
requires publication of the gross 
income, before deductions, of e m ­ 
ployes.
